LONDON. Feb. 25.—Two of Ger- 


many's foremost army officers—Gen- 
era! Yon Gollwitz and General Von 
Boehm—are reported to be directing 
the Russian soviet armies" great offen- 
sive against Roumania, according to a 
Budapest dispatch to the Daily Ex- 
press today. 


(Both General Von Gollwitz 
and 


General Von Boehm are reported to be 
on the list of war criminals which the 
allies sent to Berlin. 
General Von 


Gollwitz commanded 
the 
Northern 


German army npon the eastern front 
during the German offensive against 
Russia and General Von Boehm com- 
manded the Germans in the violent 
battles that raged on the Chernin des 
Dames front (Aisne River> in France) 


Severe fighting between Russian and 


Roumanian patrols is reported to he 
taking place in Bessarabia, along the 
Roumanian frontier. 
The Bolshevik 


forces that were moving south on the 
Dnister River line to invade Roumaa- 
ia from the northeast have been forced 
back across the stream, the Budapest 
correspondent reported. 
The Hungarians are becoming alarm- 
ed. They are asking the entente to 
put an army in the field if the Rus- 
sians should cmsh the Roumanians. 


Czecho Slovakia and the Serbs have 


mobilized certain classes and are re- 
inforcing their frontier guards to deal 
•with a possible invasion by the soviet 
army. 


The Roumanians are mobilizing 250,- 


OPJ men and concentrating them 
in 


Bessarabia and Moldavia. 


(Bessarabia is a Russian province

the City Federation of Women's Clubs, 
headed by Mrs. Charles Heiman. which 
called on Service Director R. S. Blum 
to protest a?ainst the alleged denial 
of delicacies to City hospital patients 
•was informed by the director that aa 
erroneous impression had been gained 
by the public in regard to the steps 
taken at the hospital to cut down ex- 
penses. 


Xo patient at the City hospital is 


denied anything his physician may 
prescribe, and ice cream aad other 
delicacies are available at all times, 
the director assured the committee. 
He called attention to the fact that 
more money is being spent for whole- 
some and palatable food supplies at 
the City hospital now than ever be- 
fore. 


The foundation of the whole report, 


which has been distorted as it passed 
from lip to lip, was the recommenda- 
tion sssdc to Mrs. Goldie Lake. Use 
hospital superintendent that the ice 
cream bill covering the cost of ice 
cream 
consumed by patients and 


nurses alike, be cut down if compati- 
ble with good service. There was no 
intention to remove anything from the 
patients that would contribute to their 
comfort, the director said. 


The rumor that the milk supply or 


chicken or other meat supplies had
